Tho Spotcu ot Ilia Bxeollenoy the 
Governor at tho oponing of the 
Logislativo Council appears to-day. 
Tho document is not romurkublo 
for ability or vigor > but whilo as 
a State paper tboro ia very little to be 
commended, wo do n t hesitate to Bay 
that it possesses fewer objootionablo 
foaturoB than any speoch or nicssago wo 
have known to omanato from his Ex-< 
colloncy since tho proclamation of 
Union. Tho moHPiigos of his ExcoK 
lenoy havo horoloforo beon indefinite, 
•undecided and exceedingly diplomatic. 
Thero porvados throughout the docu- 
ment boforo us a spirit of candor which 
had it been dovelopod at an oaidier 
day must havo produced a bettor s'ato 
of public feeling, and havo added 
greatly to tho popularity cf tho Gov- 
ernment. Tho financial stato of the 
country occupies tho first position in 
tho spooch. His Excolioncy is not 
whhuiiC hopo that Iho rereuuo if ihu 
country will &von bo fonml u dequate 
to meet all legitimate demands made 
upon it, and ho points with an evident 
glow of satisfaction to tho " pigns of 
considerable elasticity'' which havo 
been dovelopod within tho past few 
months. Tho iIom9 Government ap* 
pears indisposed to accodo to the prnpo 
eition to guarantoo a loin to assht tho 
Colony in its financial strait, and his 
Excellency thinUs " that wo should 
observe tho utmost economy until wo 
shall havo roliovcd ourselves of local 
debts on which a crushing rate of in- 
terest is charged" — an observation 
whioh will, wo know, bo rocoived with 
a boarty "amen" by our Island 
readers. But tho promisod economy 
should bo real, not simulated. Tne 
burthen should not bo lifted from onu 
shoulder to find a resting>-plaoo on tho 
Olhor. Tho Supremo Court imbroglio 
— if we may so term it — is to end with 
the passage of a bill, " approved by tho 
Law Officers of the Crown," todefino 
tho " powor and jurisdiction of the 
Courts, and to establish the position 
of tho two judges, who will severally! 
porhaps occasionally jointly, preside 
in each." Whilo we rejoice that all 
doubts as to tho status of tho Court* 
bio to bo romoved, wo aro siill of 
opinion that, for tho sako of ooonoin.,-, 
the two Courts should bo i olio J into on" 
and that a position ol^cwhuro should bo 
found tor Mr Bogbie — who, aUhou^li 
the older appointee, i J Jlr Noodham's 
junior at tho Bar, and Ix-foro and 
since Union occupied a position in- 
ferior to that hold by tho last named 
gentleman. Tho proposed bill, how 
ever, should it provont in tho future) 
a repetition of tho vexations and 
douhts of tho past, will bo us ful and 
satisfactory, and may provo a long 
etrido in tho desired direction. Con- 
Moderation is touched upon in a manner 
which shows tho proposition find- 
little nympathy with His Excellency. 
Tho only obstaclo to tho accomplish- 
ment of Confederation, wo aio given 
to unders'and, is the intervening tcr* 
ritory, which must first bo incor- 
porated in tho Dominion. Tho Do- 
minional Parliament voted la-t sossion 
to takeover that termor y, and during 
tho presom session the object will be 
consummated. Lot tho frionds of 
the movomont take cuiirugo, Tho 
" obs'.aclo'' is already demolislicd. 
Our ppoedy admission is certain 
Tho remark that Contoderatiu n is 
seized upon by a " clishourtened com- 
munity longing for a chungo of any 
kind/' is absurd, [f such bo hia Ex- 
cellency's real oonviotion, wo can in- 
form him ho was novor moro "at son" 
in his life. Tho people of Brilish 
Columbia would not welcome Con- 
federation as they would welcome 
11 nny change.'' Thoro aro many 
changes they would not accopt if Uiry 
could obtain them ; but thoro is one 
th y will havo, and that is a restora 
tion of t hoi r political rights and the 
control of tho public revenue. Mr Sey- 
mour and his Government may as well 
know this to-day as to learn it in a differ- 
ent form a few months hence. The 
" change'' is coming— coming as surely as 
the glorious sunshine succeeds tho gloom 
of night— ar.d the sooner the Government 
" accepts tho situation and pre- 
pares lor the change" the belief will it 
ho for its own. happiness and the prosper 
ity nnd tranquility of the country. 
Wo como next to tho " Capital Ques 
tion." What can wo say on this topic 
moro than that the Homo Government 
has accepted tho Victoria view of the 
subject, and that one of tho privileges 
of which Union robbed ns is expected to / 
be restored by a voto of tho Council ims I 
mediately afier tho Reply to the Speech | 
has been pasted ? Tomorrow tho voto, 
Will probably bo taken, His Excellency j 



has striven long for New Westmins'cr, 
but is at length compelled to succumb to 
the superior claims and influence of Vic- 
toria, and wo must say that he yields 
gracefully. Every friend of Victoria 
should bo in his place to-morrow. Let 
no prior engagement interfere. No ex- 
cuse can bo accepted. One voto may 
determine the location of tho Seat of 
Government forever. Who would falter at 
a time when such weighty in'erests are at 
issue ? The seat of no true friend of Vic- 
toria should 1)0 vacant when tho ayes and 
noes are called. The favorable prospects 
of the miners and farmers, the Grouse creek 
war and the paucity of population aro 
briefly touched upon. Tho Speech cou» 
eludes with the following paragraph, which 
is really the best in the document : 

"I trust that all differences aro now 
merged, and that the Union — though as 
vet barren of good results — will cause a 
communitj of interests leading to a teel_ 
ing of forbenrance and Christian charity 
pleasing to Him whose support 1 humbly 
invoice on this solemn oeoaMon." 
The people in this section aro now and ever 
have been actuated by "a feeling of for- 
bearance and Christian charity " towurds 
their Government ; they havo labored 
long and waited patiently for the first 
sign of sympathy or evidence of a desire 
on the part of the Executive to cultivate 
amicable and intimate relations, and that 
such sentiments did not exist long since 
has been through no fault of theirs.

THE GOVERNOR'S SPEECH. 



Honorable Gentlemen of the Legislative 
Council : 

It is wiih much pleasure that I find myself 
enabled lo call you together to»duy, nnd Ihu? 
relieve mvaolf of the serious responsibility 
which i lie deprivation of your assistance old- 
not tail lo entail on mo. I need ecarcely add 
that an honest Government must ho alivuys 
ijlaij lo find constitutional means of malting 
public its views and to rentier lo a compe- 
tent authority an account of its proceeding* 

In all oominuoitiefl ihe most difficult ques. 
tion lo deal with in that of finance, and we 
eann.it certainly claim an exemption from 
ihe common embarrassment, 'i he year 1-G7 
was Ihe first in whtob British Columbia whs 
thrown on i I s own resources. Heretofore 
loanfl rnisml in England, and overdrawn ac- 
counts til Ilia local bunks, latgoly contributed 
to tho support of tho Government and to the 
formation of roads from which the country 
may deprive a pride somewhat tinged by a 
melanch'ily consideration of Iho vast indebt- 
edness now weighing on us. The spending 
lnrjje sums of borrowed money gave employ- 
ment to labor and an impetus to all branches 
of trade ; now. we have simply to rely ou 
the proceeds of local taxation, largely le- 
ilueod by remittances to England on account 
of Interest end Sinking Fund on our debt 
The financial position last year was great y 
aggravated by circum stances to which it i- 
somewual painful and not necesaary lo now 
allude.

You are aware Ihat on the Union of ihe 
Colonies being completed, doubts were raised 
as lo the position of I lie two Couils of Su 
pretne Judicature whiuh the morning of ihe 
I Jib of Nuvr;n'>'.'t found in lull [lower; 
doubts going with some In tho extern of 
(| leslioning the existence ol one of them. I 
shall luy before you a Bid lo ren.ove nil such 
doubts and define the power, the jurisdiction 
of the Courts, which I regret to Buy will lor 
iho present have to remain separate, and to 
establish the position ot Ihe two Judges, who 
will severally, perluip. occasionally jointly, 
preside ia each. The Bill has been approved 
tiytbu Law Officers ot ihe Crown. 1 have 
however, again ventured to repeat to Her 
NJajes'y'H Government tho .expression o( mv 
pinion trial a fusion ol ihe C>ut!s under one 
Chief Juslioe would be ihe more satisfactory 
arrangement.

munication with Canada, was enough to in- 
due.: me to support y tii Resolution, i learn 
in reply to my communications on iho sub- 
ject, tlut the consideration of it must, at all 
events, await the time when tho intervening 
Territory now under the control of the Hud- 
son's Bay Company shall have beon incor- 
porated with the Confederation 

A year's residence in ihe United Colony 
has convinced me that lliere ate few questions 
in which ihepioplo ol tho bower Counliy 
feel a deeper iiitereat than that ns lo Ihe 
stlectio'i of a Capital. Had Ihu Colony been 
prosperous no inch earoedbeaa ol leeliog 
would exist, but under present circumsiances 
I think it right that 1 should explain ut 
Xwaiet loogtti (ho slops t ac have oeen bitten 
in regard to its settlement than would he 
convenient on Ibis occasion. As soon, there- 
fore, ns I am honored by a reply lo this ad- 
dress, 1 shall forward, a Bialeraant of the oaso 
M it Glandi lo y;iii hj Me-Sige. oiilfijo ii 
now lo Buy ibal Her Majesty's Government 



uie ol opinion thul in my Message ( f the '27th 
Ma'ch, 1807, I look an extreme view us to 
extent to which public fuitu and honor ate 
p edged lo the puichasera of Ian I in Now 
Westminster. Further, 1 hut I should con- 
sider the public convenience from time to 
urm as the main guide in ihe >eli ction of a 
S-.al of Government. I am commanded lo 
Oiiine to a decision without lurther delay, and 
1 desire to avail myseif — although the tnatiei 
is one of Executive prerogative — ol your as- 
sistance in so doing. My Message will cm 
tun every information, und I shall be glad 
if you will come to a division on ihe subject. 
Every nrgument is exhausted. I have now 
but lo act. A Govern r must allow himself 
n i personal feelings in a mailer of this inu 
pottanee. 

I cooeralulalo ynu on Iho great improve- 
ment which I observed lusi yeur iD ihe farms 
ol the Upper Country, and on the favorable 
prospects which seem opening lo our Gold 
miners, as well us on Ihe tranquility of the 
Colony aud Ihe nr>enco of serious crime. A 
dispute between two mining companies on a 
distant treek, during the summer, threatened 
ut ooe lime lo assume ''erious proportions, 
and it is creditable lo the Colony lo note the 
a nsutton which the prospect of a breach < f 
the peace produced throughout its vusl ex- 
lent. But the good sense and love, of order 
► o general umoog our miners, allowed ol a 
settlement ol Ihe question without u resort to 
force, and the law speedily r. eomed its away.

to a feeling ol forbenrunco and christian 
charity pleasing to Him, whose support I 
humbly invoke on this solemn occasion.

Opening of tho Legislative Council • 

|FItOM OCit SPECIAL CJBBJtSPOSDKlIT.) 



The morning of the 2 1st of March, 1868, 
fixed lor i he opening ol the Council, promised 
to be unpropitious, but by mid-tiny the sleet 
Bturm paused away und the 'Queen's weather 
prevailed. The ceremonies were quiet but 
complete. T'ie Volunteer Rifld Corps, under 
the command of C. J Pfiohard, were out in 
full lorce ua an escort to Hit Excellency, and 
look. d remarkubly neat and soldierlike, while 
tho Sparro*bawk lay at anchor oB Govern- 
meut Huuse, decked out in holiday attire. 
At half-pant onu o'clock the Governor entered 
tha Chamber, accompanied by the Private 
Secro tary. The House, rising, received him 
Alter a lew minutes' deUy the oath was ad- 
ministered to the new members, aod the 
G)7eiuor then proceeded to read the speech, 
which occupied barely twenty minutes. 

There were only lourtoeu members present, 
viz.; the Acting Colonial Secretary, Attorney* 
General, Collector of Customs, Chief Com- 
missi >uer of Lauds & Woiks, Judges O'Reilly, 
and (Jok, and Messrs DjCosmo9, Barnard, 
VValkem, Robson, Smith, Elwyn and Kerr — 
leaving, aa will be seen, only four popular 
members present. The Aotiog Colonial Sec- 
retary presided. 

On the Governor retiring tho Colonial Sec- 
retary presided, when Mr DeCosmos moved 
and Mr O'Reilly seconded, that the addres* 
bo received and printed. i rried unanimously. 

Tun Ptuauipni appointed Hona, DdCostno?, 
Robsou. H it m j , § ' ^V , ^ B arnard 
comtnitlee to prepare the reply, when Mr. 
DeCosmos desired the withdrawal of his 
name, as it would not nfhet the nature ot tbe 
rcplyi After some discussion the name ol 
MrO'Riilly was substituted. 

Mr DeCrsmos gave notice that on Wed- 
nesday next bo would ask tho Collector of 
Customs " Whethir the revenue laws of tbe 
Colony provide for granting drawbacks on 
merchandise exported on which duties have 
been pud '! If not, whether it is tho mieno 
tioo of the Government to introduce a mens 
tire to grant drawbacks on euch exported 
merchandise ?" 

This lad to a slight debate on the infringer 
rmnt of the mini practice of not proceeding 
to business on the first day of the session, but 
the notice was accepted. 

Mr Robson then gave notice that ho should, 
on tbe next sitting of the Council, move an 
honorable address asking that a comparative 
statement may be laid before tbe House, 
showing the Civil List of tho Colony of 
British Columbia for 1863 and that of tbe 
Uuited Colony in 1868. Accepted. 

Tbo A.Uorufy-Ganeral gave notice " That 
on Weduesday he should ask leave to intro* 
duoe the Limitations of Action Ordinance; 
Supreme Court O.-d. nance, and Intestate Es- 
tates Oidinance. Accepted. 

Tbe House then adjourned till Monday, 
at 3 p. m. 

The notice of tb<> Attorney-General called 
forth a cbeer and congratulation from Mr 
DoOosmos that the Government had really 
become progressive 1 ' — whijh tbe Attorney 
"General louiicd opon, I suppose, as ironical ;

are too lew in numbers to raise an ade- 
quate sum at every meeting. Sometimes, 
uizain, there remains on bund a sum beyond 
the amount requirod by borrowers who nuvc 
registered their names as applicants for 
loans. If tho calculations are made for re- 
ceiving interest monthly Iroui the borrowers, 
«ud tor crediting it monthly to tbe ioveslera, 
it id evident that the loss of a single duv's 
interest lalsifies the calculations. Tho neglect 
of allowing 'or this consideration has been 
iho cause of some serious discrepancies bo- 
tweeu the theories and tbe actual experienn i 
of Home societies. 

13 Jt should always bo made a rule to re- 
ceive the cuhscriptiona aud repayments at 
Hhorter intervals than tho calculations of tbo 
accumulations ac cumponnd interest ore 
based upon. For iastunoe, if tho compound 
interest is reckoned upon reinvestment every 
month, the subscriptions and repayments 
should be received weekly. If tbey are re- 
ceived monthly, the interest should be calcu- 
lated as produced quarterly.

PiieFIistohic Man in GuUat Burr aim. 
— In an interesting communication to a 
sc onLifiu congress In France quite recent- 
ly, the author shows that nmu lived in 
Great Britain in nssocintion with tho 
fossil liyennn, cave bear, lion, tiger, Irish 
elk, reindeer, bison, hippopotamus, horse, 
rhinoceros, mammoth, and other animals. 
Tbe evidence of this consists in finding 
hones of these animals in caves unci river 
deposits, associated with human bones 
and implements, under circumstunces en- 
tirely precluding the possibility of subse- 
quent Interpol tion of the latter; tho ani- 
mal remains in muiiy Inetancoa charred 
and split, evidently by tho agency of man, 
and bearing frequent traces of his rude 
tools. Of the various species enumerated, 
the ammolh, the horse and the bison were 
most ubiinduiit; the rapacious animals 
comparatively rare, and man himself not 
numerous. At that timo Great Britain 
was united to the continent of Europe, 
and tho Thames Qowed northward and 
united with the Rhine and the Elbe in 
forming an estuary. Tho climate was 
very severe, glaciers abounding in the 
mountains, and reindeer and musk oxen 
feeding on tho plains. Next the laud 
became depressed, tho lowlands were sub- 
merged beneath the waters, and tuo cli- 
mate of all Europe became warmer. Tho 
reitdeer and tho moose (called elk in 
Europe) moved northward, and the musk 
ox became known only as a living species 
in Arctic America.

ber of years, or as soon niter as practicable 
tho opportunity and desire for investment 
soon ceases; as tho members are unwilling to 
borrow in the latter years of its existence, 
when iho period over which a loan can oxtond 
has occorae small, and the corresponding 
rat. s of repayment must h; increased.

15, Having reviewed some of the loading 
objections to the plan of terminating socie- 
ties, we will now proceed lo examine in de- 
lail ibe various superior features of the per- 
manent system. 

To enuble an institution of this kind to 
conduct its operations successfully as tb- 
gards the proOt which is expected by the in* 
vesting members, at tbe fame time tho 
borrowers are freed from unjust responsibil- 
ties, it is proper not only tbui tbe rates ol 
subscription and repsymeot depend upon a 
sound basis of mathematical reasoning, but 
also that the general system of the society's 
practical operations should be as much ti' 
uostihle clear from tbeso defects, which 
either preveui tho realization of the oxpected 
interest within the calculated time, or pro 
duce injury end pergonal iucouveuience to 
the members. It is essuunal that duo pro- 
vision should be mado lor the current ex- 
penses aud liabilities, and that they should 
lever be lelt dependent upon the uncertain 
receipts from fi: es i r fees. 

Tne relative position of the two classes of 
members should be also equitably consid- 
ered ; so that the profits of tbe ono mty r.oi 
no increased by taking an uufatr advantage 
of tho other, and the period of duration of a 
mortgage should be rendered dtfiuite, in 
order that tha claim of the society upon a 

irrowor may at all times be iu ject to 
equitablo adjustment in case of bis being 
Huu.-ieq tenlly desirous of redeeming his prop- 
erly ; since it is evideut that any uncertainly 
respecting the duration and amount of a debt 
t<*oils materially to reduce the saleable value 
of the security held for it.
